OBITUARY 

No. S]4|89-Public.—The Union Communications 
Minister Shvi Rir Bahadur Singli passed away in die 
afternoon of 30th May, 1989 at the Henry Mondor 
Hospital in Paris. His sudden and untimely death 
has deprived the country of an able administrator 
and an excellent organiser. A leader of the masses, 
Shri Singh was equally effective at the State-level 
.and at the Centre. 

Born at Village Harnahi, Gorakhpur District. 
Uttar Pradesh on February, 18, 1935, Shri Bir 

Bahadur Singh obtained his education at Gorakhpur 
University. During his academic career, Shri Singh 
evinced a keen interest in politics from his student 
days. He became President of District Youth Con¬ 
gress in 1954. EIc also served as Member and Gene¬ 
ral Secretary of the UPCC and subsequently as Mem¬ 
ber, A1CC and as member of the Party's Central 
Parlaimentary Board from 1980, 

Shri Singh was elected a legislator in 19ti7 at 
the age of 32 when he won the Assembly election 


trom Paniara. Since then, he had been member of 
the Legislative Assembly excepting his Inst defeat 
in 1977. Fie was first inducted as a Deputy Minis-, 
ter in the Congress-BKD Coalition Government 
headed by Cliaudliary Char an Singh in tire year 
1970 and continued to function as Minister ol State 
and Cabinet Minister in the Government of Uttar, 
Pradesh in various Ministries founcd there if *<t in 
1976 and 1980 upto 1985. He became tire Chief 
Minister of the State on 21tb September, 1985 and 
held this position upto 24th June, 1988. Alter he 
rclinguisherl tire office of Chief Minister, U, 1\, he 
was taken in the Union Cabinet and rias sworn in as 
Minister of Communications in June, 1988. He was 
elected to the Rajya Sabha in November, 1988. 

Shri Singh was a widely travelled man. He vhded 
the Soviet Union as a youth delegate in 1909. In 
1984, he went to Europe as the Head ol a Congress 
delegation and visited England, Romania. USSR 
and France. 

Among Other firings, Shri Singh was keenly inte¬ 
rested in agriculture and youth welfare activities. 

Shri Singh is survived bv three sons and three 
daughters. His wife pre-deceased him early this year.
